WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of Hillsborough in 
said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple, on 
Tuesday, the Ninth Day of March next, at ten o’clock in the morning, to act on 
the following subjects. 


Article 1: To cast your ballots for the election of all officers required to be 
elected to serve the Town of Temple for the ensuing year. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT TEN O’CLOCK IN THE MORNING, AND 
SHALL CLOSE NOT EARLIER THAN SEVEN O’CLOCK IN THE 
EVENING. 


You are further notified to meet at the new Temple Elementary School in 
said Temple, on Saturday, the Thirteenth Day of March next, at ten 0’clock in 
the morning, to act on the following: 


Article 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$889,807.74 for town charges and other necessary maintenance and operating 
expenditures. 


Article 3: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and committees or officers 
heretofore chosen and to any vote relating thereto. 


Article 4: To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen for the Town 
of Temple to enter into a lease purchase agreement for the purpose of leasing 
and equipping a new police cruiser, and to raise and appropriate the amount of 
$10,645.00, minus any value realized from vehicle sale or trade in, for the first 
years payment for that purpose. (Second year payment will be approximately 
$8,086.00) (2 - Selectmen for / 1 - Selectman undecided) 


Article 5: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$26,280.00, minus any value realized from vehicle sale or trade in, for the 
purpose of purchasing and equipping a new police cruiser. (2 - Selectmen 
against / 1 - Selectman undecided) 


Article 6: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$245,000.00 to rebuild a town bridge. (This amount is required to be 
appropriated by a vote of the Town of Temple in anticipation of reimbursement 
by the State of New Hampshire for this amount as their share of this project.) 
(Selectmen recommend unanimously) 


Article 7: To see if the town will vote to retain and fund the position of a 
second full time police officer as established by warrant article in 1995, as part 
of and funded by, the Federal Cops Grant program for a three year period 
which ends on 22 July, 1999. (Committee report due) 


Article 8: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,000.00 to drill a water well and to purchase and install such equipment as 
shall be required to connect to existing water lines and replace the water source 
now originating at the old Temple Elementary School, or to maintain the 
existing well at the old Temple School contingent upon actions by the 
Contoocook Valley School District. (Selectmen recommend unanimously) 


Article 9: To see if the town will vote to retain four parcels of land taken by 
Tax Deed for back taxes, reference Map 2 Lots 75-1, 75-2, 75-3 and 75-4, until 
such time the selectmen deem it in the best interest of the Town to either sell 
the land or put it to public use. (Selectmen recommend unanimously) 


Article 10: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 to fund a dump study committee. (One town has left the Wilton 
Recycling Center increasing Temple’s costs.) (Selectmen recommend 
unanimously) 


Article 11: To see if the Town of Temple will vote to discontinue the Dump 
Fund Capital Reserve Fund created in 1976. Said funds, with accumulated 
interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Temple general fund. 
(Selectmen recommend unanimously) 


Article 12: To see if the Town of Temple will vote to discontinue the Heavy 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund created in 1991. Said funds, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Temple 
general fund. (Selectmen recommend unanimously) 7 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00 for the repair of Town Tennis and Basketball Courts, and the Town 
Ballfield. (Selectmen recommend unanimously) 


Article 14: To see if the Town will agree to the following resolution, which if 
passed, is to be forwarded to our elected representatives to the General Court 
of New Hampshire and the United States Congress: 

WHEREAS smoking is the No. | preventable cause of death in the U.S. 
today. 

WHEREAS a large and growing amount of evidence has confirmed that 
the tobacco companies have been targeting our children as their prime 
“replacement smokers”; 

WHEREAS the national Center for Disease Control states that nearly 
24,000 of New Hampshire’s youth, currently under the age of 19, will die 
prematurely of a tobacco-related illness; 

WHEREAS to pursue their ends the tobacco lobby has influenced the vote 
of most members of Congress by means of millions of dollars in campaign 
contributions to representatives of both major parties; 

WHEREAS in the past 10 years this tobacco lobby has ignored the will of 
the people and prevented passage of 99% of the Congressional bills (172 out of 
174), dealing with tobacco use and public health; 

THEREFORE, recognizing that profits have been elevated not only above 
people, but above our children, we the citizens of Temple join with other towns 
in NH to: 

(a) Call upon the General Court to allocate a JUST part of NH’s 
TOBACCO settlement funds to fund essential TOBACCO cessation and 
prevention programs for the youth of New Hampshire; and 

(b) Call upon our elected members of the NH General Court and US 
Congress, as a pledge of their commitment to our youth, to state publicly that: 
i) they will refuse to accept any campaign funding, direct or indirect, from the 
tobacco industry/lobby; and 11) they will support effective legislation to curb 
the spread of tobacco addiction. (By petition) 


Article 15: To see if the Town will agree to the following resolution, which if 
passed, is to become Town policy: 

WHEREAS smoking is the No. | preventable cause of death in the US. 
today. 

WHEREAS, in order to fill the ranks of those who die of tobacco-related 
illness or manage to quit, a large and growing amount of evidence has 


confirmed that the tobacco companies have been targeting our children as their 
prime “replacement smokers.” 

WHEREAS the national Center for Disease Control states that nearly 
24,000 of New Hampshire’s youth, currently under the age of 18, will die 
prematurely of a tobacco-related illness; 

WHEREAS the tobacco industry’s targeting of our youth has contributed 
to billions of dollars worth of healthcare and productivity costs that come out 
of taxpayers pockets. 

THEREFORE, recognizing that profits have been elevated not only above 
people but above our children, we, the citizens of Temple, instruct the Trustees 
of the Town’s Trust Funds, through our Selectmen, to join with other towns in 
NH to: 

(a) to examine the investment portfolio in which the town’s various Trust 
Funds are presently held and to disinvest such Funds as may be invested in 
tobacco stocks and/or tobacco bonds, such divestment to be done as prudently 
as possible, but to be completed before the Town Meeting in the year 2000; 

(b) to report to the year 2000 Town Meeting whatever action they may 
have been obliged to take in compliance with (a) above; 

(c) to determine that a policy of non-investment in tobacco companies is 
followed henceforth, unless rescinded by a future Town Meeting. (By petition)

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1998 


During the past year of 1998 we have successfully implemented and completed 
many of the projects that have been on-going or slated to begin. 

We have started the on-going process of preserving the old records of the 
town. 

The Tax Maps have been upgraded. 

Work began on the Town Hall repairing and painting the windows. Storm 
windows have been ordered and will be installed this year which will greatly 
help to preserve this historic building for many years. 

A security system was installed at the Municipal Building. 

Engineering work has begun on the new bridge on Webster Highway. The 
actual construction may be completed this year depending on federal and state 
funding. 

The reassessment for the entire town is well underway and should be 
completed this year, making the tax burden for our residents more equitable. 

A task force was developed concerning Y2K. At this point the town is in 
compliance with most aspects of concern, however, we will continue to 
investigate this during the course of the year to insure the well being of our 
citizens. 

The E911 project is almost completed and should be in place this year. 

Work has continued on the new cemetery and will be an on-going project 
for the next several years. 

We began making some upgrades to the computer system which will be 
completed early this year. 

Two committees were established to study the needs of the town. The first 
studied the police department to better inform us as to needs we may have in 
that area both now and in the future. The other committee is looking into 
alternatives to the Wilton Recycling Center so that if in the event a change is 
necessary, we will be well informed to make the best possible choices that are 
in the best interest of the town. 

After a year of negotiations and involvement by the Board concerning 
Temple Mountain Ski area, the town received $141,251 in back taxes from the 
Federal Bankruptcy Court. The ski area was purchased by a new owner, and Is 
up and running. 

As you can see, 1998 was a busy and productive year. We look forward to 
the challenges 1999 may bring and plan to meet them with the same vigor and 
commitment.

1998 was a very busy year for the fire department. We responded to as many 
as three calls in one day! Structure fires and motor vehicle accidents were way 
up this year. Luckily none of the auto accidents required the jaws of life and 
none of the injuries were severe. The two structure fires were extinguished 
quickly. 

Membership in the fire department has remained very strong this year. 
Monthly drill attendance remained high all year. Tim Fiske and Don Kraemer 
both completed career firefighter certification, including C.P.R. and advanced 
firefighting. Mike Connolly is about to finish the several month level one 
firefighter course. 

Vehicle maintenance was well within budget this year. All the trucks 
performed well and nothing major broke. The tanker received suspension 
work and new front tires. The new pumper (1993) continues to run very well 
and is serviced by a fire apparatus company yearly. 

In 1999 the Temple Volunteer Fire Department celebrates our 50th 
anniversary. The department would appreciate any pictures, stories, 
memorabilia of all past and present members. We are also launching an 
ambitious fundraising effort to better restore and permanently house 
Annabelle, Temple’s first fire truck. The 1933 Chevy pumper still has loads of 
charm but could really use some cosmetic and mechanical love.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the 
fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000.00 and/or a year in jail. 
Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Land, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are 
available to assist communities with forest fire suppression, prevention and 
training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest 
laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, 
please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention 
and law enforcement. Early in 1998 we experienced an ice storm which 
caused severe damage to forests of New Hampshire. This damage created a 
greater potential fire hazard as well as safety hazards to many areas of the 
State. Your local fire warden and Forest Rangers need your assistance in 
preventing wildfires in these hard hit areas and throughout the State. If you 
need assistance or information dealing with ice damaged woodlands, please 
call 1-800-444-8978. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 
3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in 
the quick response from local fire departments.’ This is a critical factor in 
controlling the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and 
suppression costs as low as possible.

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TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


For the tax year April 1, 1997 through March 31, 1998, 16 Reports of Wood or 
Timber Cut were received by the Town. Yield taxes assessed for these 
harvesting operations totaled $25,604.89. 

The demand for forest products in our area has continued to be strong and 
stumpage prices have remained steady and favorable. As of January 28, 1999, 
7 Intents to Cut and 2 Reports of Cut have been filed with the Town for the 
current tax year. The projected yield taxes that will be generated from the 
harvesting operations filed for so far this year are estimated to be about 
$4,600.00 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to 
this is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs for their own use, or a 
person cutting up to 20 cords of fuel wood for their own domestic fuel 
purposes, within the tax year. Under these exceptions an individual does not 
have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax years runs from April Ist to March 
31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or 
by April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent 
‘yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. If the job is not 
completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of Cut must still be 
filed by April 15th. At that time, a new Intent to Cut should be filed to renew 
the permit. If the job 1s not completed by March 31st but will be completed by 
June 30th, a 90 day extension may be granted without having to renew the 
permit. To do this the Selectmen must be notified in writing by the Owner, 
prior to April 15th. 

Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be harvested are 
going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent to Cut, a 
supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 
estimated volumes. 

Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are 
State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions 
regarding this or the permitting process, contact me at the Selectmen’s Office, 
or by phone at 654-6868.

1999 marks the twenty-fifth year that the Wilton/Lyndeborough/Temple 
Ambulance and Rescue Association has been helping their neighbors. Seems 
as if it were yesterday. But the care is just as enthusiastic, professional and 
caring. And it reflects on the communities’ volunteer spirit. If they tell you 
that the spirit has gone, tell them to look at what volunteerism can do at its 
best. 

We have completed our first year as the Wilton/Lyndeborough/Temple 
Ambulance. Temple joined last year. We think that it has been very 
successful and a boon to all the towns. The service now has two ambulances, 
one based in Temple and one in Wilton near the Lyndeborough line, plus 
additional volunteers. 

As you may note in reading the fine print in the Town budgets, in the 
coming year we will see the service being able to support itself to a greater 
degree, without having to rely on local tax dollars. 

The three towns have not been asked for any support, including equipment 
replacement for the coming year. This will consume a surplus we have built 
up. After that is used, we will probably have to rely on the towns to support 
equipment replacement. (We have asked the selectmen and the budget 
committee to put a dollar in the budget should some unforeseen event occur.) 
It is a vital service. 

This happy circumstance is mostly a function of the time that the 
volunteers put in - give. It is also due to a more efficient operation, and a 
recognition that Medicare, and the insurance companies, were willing to pay a 
greater share of costs than we were billing. Since we are a not-for-profit local 
service, we ‘send a letter with each billing stating that if the bill presents a 
hardship to get in touch with us, and we will respond on an ability-to-pay basis. 
We serve everyone without exception. 

The service has expanded in numbers and in the calls made. Following is a 
synopsis of calls, where they were made, etc.

Currently, there are 30 volunteers and one full-time chief. Of these, 5 are 
paramedics, 8 are intermediate EMT and 17 are basic EMT. A paramedic 
requires 1000 hours of training, an intermediate EMT 240 hours, and an EMT 
120 hours. Plus continuing training to keep skills current.

TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1998 


The Hillsborough County Sheriffs Department dispatch center relayed 5,007 
calls for the Temple Police Department for the 1998 year. Our calls for service 
increased by 8% from 1997, and have increased 36% from 1996. Motor 
vehicle accidents were up, largely do to with the extended winter driving 
conditions along with the closing of the Temple Mountain Ski Area parking 
lot. The tractor-trailer trucks were unable to use the parking lot to get off route 
101 during snow storms. Areas of great concern for 1999 are domestic 
problems, criminal trespass, criminal mischief, and sexual assaults. All of 
which increased over 160% from 1997. While our juvenile, drug, DWI, and 
breaking/entering cases have decreased. 

Every Temple police officer received extensive training in 1998. The 
officers received training on a monthly basis at no cost to the town. The 
purchase of new firearms has increased the officers safety and has reduced the 
towns liability. In 1999 the department will continue with monthly training, 
community safety projects, patrols and will address the Y2K safety concerns. 

I wish to thank Officers Breau, Officer Jaillet, Officer Sullivan, Officer 
Rogers and Elizabeth Humphrey for the countless hours of volunteer work. 
They volunteered their time to work on cases, training, and department 
projects.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Summer : 

Due to warm temperatures and an early spring, our “mud season” pretty much 
came and went in the month of March this year. The extremely warm 
temperatures at the end of March pulled what litle bit of frost that was left in 
the ground out quickly, creating a few mud pits. Most of these dried up 
quickly though. We got an early start grading the dirt roads. 

The months of April and May were spent mainly grading and ditching the 
dirt roads, getting the equipment geared up for the summer work, and mowing 
lawns. 

The rains came in June. In one week alone, we got approximately 10 - 12” 
of rain. This kept us busy repairing washouts, re-grading roads, and trying to 
mow the grass that was growing out of control in between showers. 

July and August were fairly warm and dry. We replaced a number of 
culverts, installed several hundred feet of underground drainage, and mowed 
all of the roadsides. We also put a new deck on the old scales in the center of 
town and prepared roads for paving and sealing. 

In September, we paved Tyler’s Hill on Cutter Rd., Boutwell Hill Rd., and 
Harling’s Hill on Mansfield Rd. We shimmed several bad areas on Hadley 
Hwy. then sealed and sanded it. 

We spent the month of October putting away summer things to prepare for 
winter, screening our winter pile of sand, then hauling it to the garage. Most of 
the dirt roads were graded out again in the hopes that they would stay smooth 
into the winter months. 

I went through the negotiation stages to find an engineering firm to design 
a new bridge for Webster Hwy. I chose Hoyle, Tanner, and Associates for the 
job. As of January 1, 1999, they have been in the process of doing the test 
borings, surveying, investigating flood levels, doing background checks on 
rights-of-way, and starting on the drawings. I am hoping to have a Warrant 
Article in the 1999 Town Meeting for the money to construct this bridge in the 
summer of 1999. If this does proceed as planned, it will mean that the State of 
NH, D.O.T. will be refunding the Town 80% of the total cost to rebuild this 
bridge, just as they did for the bridge on Hadley Hawy. That bridge cost the 
Town of Temple $38,047.39. 

The tar road that we will be concentrating on in 1999 will be West Rd. 
The plan is to pave about a one-mile section of it then shim and seal the rest of 
it. We also plan on finishing the drainage work that has been started on Mtn. 
View Dr. and spreading a large amount of gravel on several gravel roads. 
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Winter : 

The winter months of 1998 will go down in my books as the warmest that I can 
remember. I don’t believe that it ever went under 0° F. and it was seldom 
under 20° F. We had more rain than snow with just about every snowstorm 
ending in rain. 

We had few problems, though we did use up a lot of sand and salt during 
January, February, and March due to all of the rain. 

Spring came early with temperatures going into the 70 - 80’s at the end of 
March. We didn’t see snow again until the middle of November. 

Even though we did get a few very light snowstorms in November and 
December, they didn’t amount to anything, as the ground never froze until the 
end of December. Thus every time it snowed, it simply melted. 

We ended December of 1998 with a barn full of salt and a sand pile that 
was barely touched.

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PROJECT LIFT 


For the past six years, Project LIFT (Literacy for Today) has provided free 
educational services for adults over sixteen who have not completed high 
school. With offices located at the Fuller Public Library in Hillsboro, Project 
LIFT offers individualized instruction for Hillsboro area adults who are 
working to improve their basic reading, writing and math skills, to prepare for 
the GED Test or to learn English as a Second Language. Once enrolled in the 
program, students are paired with a volunteer tutor who has received training 
through the LIFT program. Students and tutors meet once a week at a library 
or other mutually agreed upon site. Free instructional materials are provided 
by the program. 

Since it began in 1992, more than 350 students have been involved in 
Project LIFT. From January 1998 through December 1998, 99 students 
participated. Student accomplishments range from learning to read to attaining 
a GED diploma. Last year, 25 students increased their basic reading, writing 
and math skills; 23 were from other countries and improved their oral and 
written English Language skills; 41 were preparing for the High School 
Equivalency (GED) test; and 10 received a GED Diploma after successful 
completion of the test. 

For the past three years, area towns have voted at town meetings to 
appropriate funds for Project LIFT. The amount requested from each town is 
based on the numbers of students served in that town during previous years. At 
town meeting in March 1998, towns voted to appropriate funds for a fifteen 
month period ending in December 1999. Therefore, Project LIFT will not 
request funds from towns in March of 1999, but most likely they will request 
an appropriation at next year’s town meeting.

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EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS AND 
Y2K TASK FORCE REPORT 


Concerns and wide-ranging opinions about the upcoming effects of Y2K, 
abbreviation for the “Year 2000” computer bug, are here to stay in 1999. They 
will be taking more and more of media and citizens’ attention as the year 
unfolds. Since various government and business fiscal years start in different 
months, even as early as February 1999, the actual effects of Y2K will become 
well known before January 1, 2000, as computer software and embedded chips 
do or don’t make the shift to Year 2000 accounting-information-control 
systems. An estimated one to three billion chips are date-sensitive and could 
effect everything from grocery supplies to electric power to Medicaid 
payments. The financial costs of becoming “Y2K compliant” are already 
enormous. they will continue and soon become more visible as they impact the 
pocketbooks of shareholders and taxpayers. After all, somebody has to be 
paying for all of the reprogramming and new computer systems and it won’t be 
businesses and governments alone. They have already taken significant steps 
to protect themselves from liability and litigation. Whether Y2K is real or a 
hoax, it is already a costly, unhappy fact of life at this turn of the millennium. 
And we must all hope and pray that Y2K problems do not trigger any military, 
nuclear, or toxic pollution accidents. 

There is a growing awareness in Temple of the need to address Y2K and 
use this opportunity to strengthen community ties, regional sustainability, and 
emergency services. This is the best response to Y2K threats. It’s a good time 
to get to know our neighbors and home places better. Grow a garden or help a 
neighbor grow hers/his. Build a root cellar and make it big enough for two 
other families. Know our water sources and how to tap them in the frozenness 
of winter. Gather enough firewood for three month of wood heat backup, and 
be sure our chimneys are safe. Find out who in our community is old or ailing 
or just needs regular medications or medical services, and then let them know 
that we’re ready to assist if necessary. Share stories with neighbors about good 
and bad times, about earlier snow and ice storms and how people helped each 
other, about barn raisings and quilting bees in colonial days, about the 
congeniality of the town commons and the best of town meetings, about the 
abundance of berries, wild edibles, and forests that have supported people here 
for centuries. Recall the many good works that community groups, church, 
and volunteer services have provided over the years and commit to keeping 
these traditions strong. 

The Selectmen have authorized the formation of a task force open to all 
citizens. Eight to ten people attended each of three meetings in January. 
Members will continue to work on improving emergency preparedness by 
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assisting town officials in reviewing equipment and starting an inventory of 
potential impacts, needs, and resources in an emergency. The Town Office has 
already taken steps to make its computer software Y2K compliant. Please join 
us in future meetings and neighborhood efforts. Lists of task force member 
names along with emergency and Y2K information are available at the library 
and Town Office. 


Temple Emergency Preparedness Task Force Roles: 

¢ Offer information sessions and educational resources on Y2K, emergency 
preparedness, and steps towards becoming a more “sustainable” community. 

¢ Assist Selectmen and other town officials in preparations in the above areas 
such as making an inventory of community resources/skills, listing new 
equipment needs, and communicating with people. 

¢ Encourage neighbors to work together in preparing for emergencies and 
strengthening local resourcefulness and sustainability. 


Inventory of Potential Impacts from Emergencies: 
¢ Energy services: electricity, propane, heating oil, gasoline, diesel fuel, coal, 
wood

Article 9: Motion by Allan Pickman to see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen of the Town of Temple to appoint a committee to further study 
whether the Town of Temple should purchase the old Temple Elementary 
School from Contoocook Valley Regional School District, and how to best 
utilize the structure. Said committee shall report to the 1999 Town Meeting 
with detailed recommendation and cost estimates. Further to see whether the 
Town shall raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00, to cover the expenses of 
said committee, or take any other action thereto. Seconded by Bruce Kullgren 
Jr. Voted in affirmative. 


Article 10: Motion by Allan Oxman to see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,300.00 to pay for certain studies of electric load 
profiles within the Town and other related research in furtherance of the 
possible aggregation of the Town’s and/or its residents’ and businesses’ 
electric loads in the NHMA Pooled Energy Plan in preparation for deregulation 
of the electric industry in New Hampshire. Seconded by Robert Frazier. 
Voted in the affirmative. 
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Article 11: Motion by Allan Oxman to amend to read to see if the Town will 
vote to retain three parcels of land taken by Tax Deed for back taxes, reference 
Map 2 Lots 41, 41-1, and 41-2, until such time the selectmen deem it in the 
best interest of the Town to either sell the land or put it to some public use. (It 
was explained to the Town that this amendment did not change the fact that if 
voted in the affirmative the Selectmen would have to bring an article to a 
future Town Meeting in order to sell this land.) Seconded by Brian Kullgren. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


Motion by Richard Beringer to adjourn Town Meeting. Seconded by Brian 
Kullgren. Voted in the affirmative. Meeting adjourned at 2:35 p.m.
